out estuary 
airport plans

VICTORY against proposals to build an 
enormous multi-billion pound airport in 
the Thames Estuary - destroying huge 
swathes of the county in its wake - ap¬ 
pears to be within touching distance. 

On Friday a group of influential MPs 
rejected calls for an estuary airport off 
the Kent coast - and will instead tell the 
Government it should expand Heathrow. 

While the threat of an estuary airport 
to help solve the problem of the UK’s 
aviation capacity remains on the ta¬ 
ble, the decision by the transport select 
committee to turn its back on the plans 
is significant. 

And it will be an enormous blow to 
London Mayor Boris Johnson, who has 
been the most vocal supporter and in¬ 
fluential driver of the estuary proposals. 
He described the suggestion that Hea¬ 


throw have one - or possibly two - new 
runways as “sheer lunacy”. 

The committee threw out the estuary 
proposals, highlighting the devastating 
impact it would have on wildlife habi¬ 
tat, the huge public investment it would 
take to build and the detrimental impact 
on the Heathrow economy should the 
existing airport be closed to make way 
for a new one. 

Council leaders in Medway, MPs and 
campaigners were this week celebrat¬ 
ing a significant latest victory. 

Leader of Medway Council, Rodney 
Chambers, said: “This confirms what 
we’ve always known and have cam¬ 
paigned loudly about - that the Thames 
Estuary airport is a non-starter.” 

MP for Gillingham and Rainham, 
Rehman Chishti, added: “The evidence 
is clear that an airport in the estuary 
would irrevocably alter Medway and

Campaigners fear threat will 
return with future generation

there are many economic, environmen¬ 
tal and safety issues that make it an un- 
viable option. ” 

MP for Rochester and Strood, Mark 
Reckless, who has tirelessly campaigned 
against the proposal, expressed his de¬ 
light in a column written in today’s edi¬ 
tion of KoS. 

He said: “Despite Boris’ gung-ho atti¬ 
tude, support for a Thames Estuary air¬ 
port remains extremely limited.” 

But the triumph for some came as a 
stark reminder of the seemingly contin¬ 
uous battle against the idea - and the 
fact that for more than a century the 
plan for a giant airport in our county 
has continued to rear its ugly head. 

George Crozer, from Friends of the 
North Kent Marshes, previously fought 
plans introduced by the Labour govern¬ 
ment in 2002/3 to build an airport at 
Cliffe. He said while he was pleased, he 
predicted new plans would undoubtedly 
come up in the future. 

“I don’t think we’ve seen the last of 
the airport. It’s a generational thing,” 


he said. “If we go back to 2003, we ran 
a two to three-year long campaign 
against an airport at Cliffe. 

“People learn as a generation that the 
north Kent marshes is not the right 
place, I don’t say this because I live 
there, but because it’s a precious place. 

“But then a new generation comes in 
and all that changes. I suspect in an¬ 
other 10 years we’ll see this type of plan 
again. 

“In saying that, we’re very pleased.” 

An independent inquiry into the avi¬ 
ation capacity issue is currently being 
led by Howard Davies, former boss of 
the Financial Services Authority. 

It will publish its final report in 
2015. 

There have been six proposals to build 
an airport in the north Kent area: Foster 
and Partner’s Isle of Grain plan; 
Gensler’s London Britannia airport off 
the Hoo Peninsula; London Jubilee air¬ 
port off Whitstable; London Medway 
Airport at Cliffe; Marinair off Sheppey; 
and London Gateway Airport at Cliffe. 

Maritime engineers Beckett Rankine 
also put forward a plan involving locat¬ 


ing a hub airport on the Goodwin Sands 
off the coast of Deal. 

But the transport committee rejected 
calls for such an airport. 

Committee chair Louise Ellman said: 
“Research we commissioned made plain 
that building an entirely new hub air¬ 
port east of London could not be done 
without huge public investment in new 
ground transport infrastructure. 

“Evidence to our inquiry also showed 
a substantial potential impact on wild¬ 
life habitat in the Thames Estuary.” 

She stated that expansion at Heath¬ 
row was the best option. 

But Mr Johnson, who has been push¬ 
ing for an airport in Kent, called it “sheer 
lunacy”. 

He said: “London and the wider UK 
needs a hub airport that can operate 
24-hours-a-day without constraint and 
the only place that is possible is to the 
east of London.” 

Clive Lawrence, campaign director of 
Demand Regeneration in North Kent 
(DRINK), was adamant the airport 
would still happen eventually. 

He said: “One of these plans is going

to happen. Why does it keep coming up? 
This is so big, this is such a strong plan. 
The potential benefits are so huge - most 
people don’t see the huge benefits to 
north Kent. 

“Someone once unkindly said that if 
Kent was the Garden of England, north 
Kent was the compost heap. 

“This might be a little true but a hub 
airport would turn it into the best place 
in Kent, one of the best places in the 
whole of UK and Europe.”

Marching army of toxic 
caterpillars threatens 
our oak trees... and us

IT IS an invasion that can’t be stopped; hairy oak 
tree-killing caterpillars which leave humans with 
horrific rashes... and they are coming our way. 

The insects were spotted in Richmond, London, 
where despite spending more than £200,000 
trying to eradicate them, the local council has 
had to admit defeat. 

Now they have reached Beckenham and Brom¬ 
ley, and experts have warned the 
surge into Kent is under way. 

They can devastate oak trees 
and have a defence mechanism 
against humans and other ani¬ 
mals which leaves those who 
come into contact with their 
hairs with nasty rashes that 
need treatment. 

Their 60,000-plus micro¬ 
scopic hairs can be blown in the 
wind causing serious irritation 
to the eyes, lungs and skin. 

In extreme circumstances it 
could kill by triggering asthmatic 
attacks and even anaphylaxis. 

The oak processionary moth 
is known as Thaumetopoea pro- 
cessionea and it’s believed to 
have arrived on our shores from 
mainland Europe in 2006, in consignments of 
oak trees. 

April sees the caterpillars emerging from eggs 
and then busy themselves stripping whole oaks 
bare of leaves in large numbers. 

They turn into moths mid-summer to lay their 
difficult-to-spot eggs. 

Worryingly, the Forestry Commission says it is 
no longer possible to eradicate the species, but is 
calling on the public to report nest sightings so at 
least numbers can be minimised. 


The white nests are about tennis ball sized. 

Plant health scientists say the pesticides used 
should at least help avoid the species becoming 
too widespread in England. 

Since 2010, the numbers of sightings have 
increased 102 per cent, in spite of widespread 
eradication programmes. 

Ian Gambles, director of the Forestry Commis¬ 
sion, said the public should report sightings, but 
not try to remove the caterpillars on their own 
because of the health risks. 

He said: “We need, and wel¬ 
come, reports of the caterpillars 
or their nests from the public or 
others, such as gardeners and 
tree surgeons, who are out and 
about in areas with oak trees. 

“However, the public should 
not try to remove the caterpil¬ 
lars or nests themselves. 

“This task needs to be carefully 
timed to be most effective, and is 
best done by specially trained 
and equipped operators.” 

Dr Yvonne Doyle, from Public 
Health England, said: “We 
strongly advise people not to 
touch or approach the caterpil¬ 
lars or their nests because of the 
health risks posed by the toxin- 
containing hairs. Pets can also 
be affected and should be kept away as well. 

“Anyone who experiences an itchy or painful 
skin rash or a sore throat and irritated eyes after 
being near oak trees in these areas should con¬ 
sult their GP or NHS 111. 

“We have issued advice to local GPs and health 
professionals to help them identify when patients 
have been affected by the caterpillars and to ad¬ 
vise them on appropriate treatment.” 

The caterpillars get their name because they 
travel in groups nose to tail. 



LOTTERY 

126 new millionaires know county 
is just the ticket for playing lottery 


KENT has been declared one of the Luckiest 
places to Live in the UK after boasting 126 
National Lottery millionaires. 

By using winners' postcodes, it determined 
the ME code - which covers much of Maidstone, 
Medway and Swale - is the most fertile for 
jackpot winners with 35 created by their 
numbers coming up in the weekly draws. 

A National Lottery spokesperson said: "Kent 
has proved a lucrative county for big National 
Lottery wins. 

"In the past 18 years, the National Lottery has 
created 126 new millionaires and 1,012 top tier 
winners, proving lottery luck can live anywhere." 

The statistics include those who both opted 
for and against publicity following their win, and 
date back to November 1994, when the lottery 
first launched. 

Earlier this year, a ticket purchased in 
Sevenoaks won its lucky holder a £3m cashpot - 
although the winner took almost two months 
before coming forward to claim their prize.

The 'Fruit-Head' dolls were subject to a 
Europe-wide recall notice but have been found in 
a shop in Gillingham. They contain phthalates 
which can be dangerous if ingested.

Language no barrier as Esperanto 
common tongue at top conference

DELEGATES from 15 nations will descend on 
Ramsgate this weekend in an event which will 
be conducted entirely in the internation¬ 
al ‘common’ language of Esperanto. 

First created some 125 years to 
provide one language which could 
be used to unite the world and aid 
business and international rela¬ 
tions, the seaside town will play 
host to a major conference at the 
Kings Theatre to discuss the develop¬ 
ment of the language. 

Exponents say rather than have people 
learning a multitude of languages to communi¬ 
cate on a global scale, it makes sense for every¬ 


one to learn just one common one, that is not 
English. 

Despite its young age, its use is spreading. 
There have been calls to have it compulsorily 
taught in all the world’s schools. 

Both Thanet MPs are Esperanto sup¬ 
porters. Sir Roger Gale, who nominat¬ 
ed Esperanto for the Nobel Peace 
Prize and Laura Sandys, whose fa¬ 
ther Lord Duncan-Sandys, spoke 
the language, will attend the open¬ 
ing ceremony. 

Sir Roger told KoS: “I can see the 
value in an alternative common lan¬ 
guage although, of course, I welcome 
the fact that English is so widely spoken as 
to be, for many, a common second language.”

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Corridors of power 
‘defection’ rumours 
Hall embarks on a

POLITICAL insiders say Ukip could be set to see 
some of its newly elected members defect to the 
ruling Conservatives. 

Whispers in the corridors of power at County 
Hall suggest one defection could take place with¬ 
in a month and that others may be set to follow. 

Yet Ukip insist if any defections are to take 
place it will be from the Tories to swell their 
ranks. 

It comes a little over a week since a sensational 
performance at the polls saw Ukip gain 17 seats 
on Kent County Council and become the main 
opposition party. 

The Tories have an overall majority of six, 
with 45 seats. 

However, Roger Latchford, selected this week 
as the leader of the KCC Ukip contigent, and him¬ 
self a former Tory, vehemently denied anyone 
from his team was about to jump ship. 

But leader of KCC Paul Carter said his door 
“was always open” to good, hard-working repre¬ 
sentatives. 

“It’s always nice if people want to join us, but 
let’s just wait and see what happens,” he added. 

Fellow Tory member Richard Parry, who has 
served on KCC for Sevenoaks West for eight 
years, said Ukip defections were “highly possi¬ 
ble” but warned the Conservatives should think 
carefully about who they take on. 

Labour’s Mike Eddy, who won his seat back in 
the election, said rumours were rife that new 
Ukip members were looking to defect. 

“A councillor can defect to another party but 
they keep their seat as an election considers that 
the person is voted in rather than the party, ” he 
explained. 

“It will be interesting to see how quickly and 
how many of them end up going to the Conserv¬ 
atives and how many of them stay the course.” 

KCC Ukip leader Mr Latchford, a former Con¬ 
servative councillor on Thanet District Council, 
said he was “euphoric” at his party’s success and 
ruled out any defections. 

“It’s total rubbish. There’s not a 
chance any Ukip members will 
defect to the Conservatives. I 
can say that with certainty, ” 
he said. “The rumour is 
that more Tories will de¬ 
fect to Ukip.” 

But Tory stalwart Mr 
Parry said this was very 
unlikely. 

“Nothing is impossi¬ 
ble but I can’t imagine 
or see any of our mem¬ 
bers defecting,” he said. 

“Ukip joining the Con¬ 
servatives is highly possible 

- in some cases it’s a likelihood 

- but whether they should be al¬ 
lowed to is another matter. 

“The Conservatives should think carefully 
about this and only take them on if they are do¬ 
ing it from a moral and ethical standpoint.” 

Commenting on Ukip as an opposition, Mr 
Parry said it would be “fun” but he pointed out 
concerns. 

“I think some of them will have difficulty un¬ 
derstanding the way the world works when they 





have to make a decision,” he said. “It’s quite dif¬ 
ferent to sit in a bar and put the world to rights 
than it is to have to make decisions in the real 
world, to make sure services are delivered - I 
don’t think they understand that at all.” 

Labour’s Mr Eddy admitted he was 
also worried about Ukip’s new po¬ 
sition, stating it would be “bad 
news” for the county. 

“Everyone, even Ukip, 
was surprised at the re¬ 
sult,” he said. 

“A lot of those who 
have been elected didn’t 
expect to be voted in. 
Some were on their hol¬ 
idays on the day of the 
election. 

“Some of Ukip will de¬ 
fect to the Tories. There are 
already rumours in County 
Hall that one will defect within 
the month. 

“It will be interesting to see how 
long they stick it. I suspect some of them haven’t 
even signed their declaration of office forms yet 
- if they don’t, there could be some by-elections 
coming up.” 

Asked whether Labour, which won 10 seats 
giving the party a total of 13, and the Lib Dems, 
which retained seven seats, would team up to 
form a centre-left coalition opposition to become 
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alive with

the main opponents to the Tories, he said: “It’s 
an interesting idea. 

“My personal view is I would like to see how 
big a hash Ukip manage to make of being in op¬ 
position first. 

“I suspect that if they start to fall apart perhaps 
then is the time to start thinking in terms of a 
coalition. 

“But, the people have spoken - they wanted 
Ukip in reasonable numbers. Let’s see what hap¬ 
pens.” 

Mr Latchford, however, was adamant that his 
party would provide successful opposition. 

“We have our key areas; the scrutiny of ex¬ 
penditure within KCC, education of course, 
grammar schools, immigration - we will be very 
active in these areas,” he said. 

“Together we (Ukip and Tories) will work to 
our very best ability for the people of Kent.” 

KCC leader Mr Carter said he was confident 
the two could work well together. 

“We’ll try to get to know our Ukip colleagues. 
I know a few of them from when they were Con¬ 
servative local government councillors,” he said. 
“I think we can work well together. As long as 
they are a constructive and not destructive op¬ 
position.”

THE Hop Farm Festival has 
been cancelled - just weeks af¬ 
ter it unveiled a dramatically 
scaled down show at the Pad- 
dock Wood site.

In previous years, the festival 
has attracted the likes of Prince, 
Morrissey, Lou Reed, Iggy Pop, 
Neil Young, Blondie, Van Mor¬ 
rison and Paul Weller. 

Vince Power said: “Based on 
poor ticket sales and the fore¬ 
cast selling rate substantial 
losses would be made. 

“We thank the fans that have 
supported us over the past five 
years, it is with great sadness 
that the decision was made.” 

Ticket holders will be able to 
obtain a full refund.

Concern immigration reforms will make doctors 
and landlords new form of UK ‘border control’

FRESH attempts to curb immigration by the 
Government have been slammed, with critics 
claiming it will lead to doctors and landlords 
becoming the new “border control”. 

The proposals outlined in the Queen’s Speech 
this week include restrictions on the use of NHS 
services and calling on landlords to police who 
they rent their properties to (see box off). 

But opponents say it will do nothing to ease 
the strain on Kent’s frontline services, while 
even Ukip leader Nigel Farage dismissed the 
plans as the Conservatives trying to “talk tough” 
on immigration after his party gave them a 
bloody nose in the recent local elections. 

The move comes ahead of the lifting of work 
restrictions for Bulgarians and Romanians. 

Although official estimates suggest the number 
of immigrants coming from the eastern European 
states will be limited, there is a fear even a slight 
strain on those using already under pressure pub¬ 
lic services could bring some to breaking point. 

But how to police access to services remains 
the key concern of many. 

“If someone turns up needing health care and 
they speak good English, who’s to say they’re 
English?” said Mike Eddy, Labour member on 
Kent County Council. 

“They won’t have a driving licence, passport, 



Migrants' access to the NHS will 
include restrictions, and short-term 
migrants will have to contribute to the 
cost of their NHS care. 

Landlords of private housing will have 
to check the immigration status of 
their tenants to stop illegal immigrants 
moving in.

three utility bills and all the documents on them 
required to prove their nationality. 

“The reality is, and this will put me at odds 
with a lot of people, ID cards would be able to tell 
someone there and then whether they live here. 

“To have a proper system, people have to be 
able to identify themselves.” 

He said landlords having to check the immi¬ 
gration of tenants would likely lead to problems. 

“Landlords have to make sure they’re not 
renting to illegal immigrants. What happens if 
someone sublets against the agreement? 

“What happens if people turn up and have 
no standard ID? Are British people who don’t 
have a driving licence or passport not able to get 
accommodation? 

“It will end with doctors and landlords polic¬ 
ing the system. People in hospitals will be 
providing border control for the Government 
when they should be treating patients. 

“The saloon bar that Nigel Farage hangs 
around in and the bar which these reforms were 
written in seem to be one and the same.” 

But Mr Farage, leader of Ukip, who lives in 
Westerham, near Sevenoaks, agreed the reforms 
would make no difference. 

He said: “Not a single thing that was said will 
stem the flood of pressure on the NHS, primary 
schools, council services and social benefits when 
Romanians and Bulgarians come in next year - 
the Government better pray they don’t come.” 


KCC is planning a report looking at the poten¬ 
tial pressure it could cause on services in Kent, 
particularly primary schools, and how best to 
prepare for this. 

Mr Farage said: “In the short term people will 
be pleased [with the Government’s immigration 
reforms]; they will think they voted for Ukip and 
this has made a difference. Soon though, they 
will see these proposals won’t do a thing.” 

But Conservative MPs have thrown their 
weight behind the reforms. 

Laura Sandys, MP for Thanet South, called 
them “strong measures”. 

She said: “Under Labour, immigration spi¬ 
ralled out of control, but this Government has 
already reduced net immigration by a third. 

“The further measures announced will go a 
long way to ensure our public services are for 
those that have paid for them all their lives - not 
for new arrivals.” 

But Sheona York, a solicitor at the Kent Law 
Clinic at the University of Kent, said it was just 
another government blaming immigrants for 
major economic and social problems. 

She said: “Theresa May is only the latest in a 
long line of home secretaries to propose meas¬ 
ures which will effectively shift the burden of im¬ 
migration control onto others and criminalise 
their errors, while the agency responsible has so 
comprehensively failed it faces its third reorgani¬ 
sation in 10 years.”

Early learning held up 
as parents fail to potty 
train school children

A WORRYING rise in the number of children in 
the county starting infant school without being 
toilet trained is forcing teachers to spend more 
time cleaning up their mess when they should be 
teaching their class. 

The figures, released by Kent health chiefs, 
also reveal some children are starting school - 
aged four or five - still wearing nappies. 

One east Kent primary said the problem had 
got so bad they have had to replace the carpet in 
two classrooms. 



Health chiefs have been drafted in to address 
the growing issue where teachers say they are 
spending less time teaching and more time deal¬ 
ing with youngsters who have wet themselves. 

The Association of Teachers and Lecturers 
(ATL) told KoS while it could partly be down to 
children starting school younger - with some 
going into a primary only just after their fourth 
birthday - much of it was caused by parents fail¬ 
ing to toilet train their youngsters. 

An ATL spokesman said: “It ought to be the 
parents’ responsibility but there are some who 
lack parenting skills or are yet to master them. 

“Because the children are in school it’s then 
left to teachers to deal with the situation.” 

She said, however, there were also now more 
special educational needs children in maintained 
schools instead of special schools than before, 
which might also contribute to the problem. 

But health chiefs from the Kent Community 
Health NHS Trust said the main problem was 
children not drinking enough during the day 
and therefore not recognising the feeling of need¬ 
ing to go to the toilet. 

They said reliance on products such as ‘pull- 
up’ nappies also failed to help the situation where 
youngsters did not recognise what it felt like to 
be wet and uncomfortable. 

Health visitor practice teacher, Janet Marsh, 
and school nurse practice teacher Chris Beer, 
from the NHS trust, said it was a countywide - 
and national - problem. 

They had been contacted by schools saying 
they were seeing a rising number of children 
starting school still wearing nappies or not stay¬ 
ing dry. 

“Teachers were concerned they were spend¬ 
ing less time teaching and more time helping the 
children who were having accidents,” said Mrs 
Beer. “While the odd accident is acceptable, we 
want to make sure children and parents are sup¬ 
ported so children are clean and dry before they 
start school and are therefore ready to learn. 

“It’s not that parents don’t toilet train, it’s just 
there are a lot of products these days, such as 
pull-ups, where children don’t feel they are wet 
- not like the old nappies. 

“It sends out confused messages to children 
and they don’t recognise when they need to go to 
the toilet. 

“Trying to encourage parents to put them in 
knickers or pants will help - it’s like going cold 
turkey.” 


HELPING TO SOLVE THE PROBLEM 


A groundbreaking pilot scheme is being rolled 
out in Dover and Deal - where some 24 
children in 18 schools are not toilet trained - 
looking at tackling the problem. 

Called Clean, Dry and Ready for School, the 
initiative involves school nurses and health 
visitors working with nurseries and primary 
schools to identify children who need help with 
toilet training before starting school and young 
pupils who are not staying clean and dry 
throughout the day. 

The pilot will run at Warden House Primary 
School in Deal, Bright Sparks Pre-school in 
Deal and Shatterlocks Infants School and 
Nursery in Dover. If successful, it will be rolled 


out across the county. 

Parents with children who do not have 
underlying medical problems but who struggle 
to stay dry during the day will be given support. 

Children with more complex needs will be 
referred to the specialist bladder and bowel 
team at the health trust. 

Janet Marsh said: "What we need to do is 
normalise potty training. We want everyone to 
have the same advice and support and for 
people to know where they can get help." 

Parents needing support or tips should speak 
to their health visitor or school nurse.

Relief at committee’s findings but 
fight to see off Boris Island goes on 



Mark Reckless, the MP for Rochester 
and Strood, gives his views on the 
plans for a Thames Estuary airport 


T he Mayor of London and Foster & Partners 
are not the first to suggest building an air¬ 
port in the Thames Estuary. The last gov¬ 
ernment did that with Cliffe airport. 

That was ruled out, not least on grounds of 
cost, and these latest reheated proposals lack 
feasibility just as their predecessors did. 

Despite Boris’ gung-ho attitude, support for a 
Thames Estuary airport remains extremely lim¬ 
ited. 

The substantive report by the Transport Select 
Committee, published on Friday, which drives a 
coach and horses through the proposals, follows 
hot on the heels of the London Assembly’s find¬ 
ings that a Thames Estuary airport is not a viable 
option. 

By advocating the Thames Estuary airport, 
Boris wanted to take the focus off Heathrow ex¬ 
pansion, but by backing such an ill-advised, eco¬ 
nomically and environmentally unfeasible 
scheme he only succeeded in putting the focus 
back on Heathrow, although other options may 
make more sense. 

I welcome the decision by the Transport Select 
Committee to reject a new hub airport in or 
around the Thames Estuary. 

It is a huge boost for the thousands of residents 
across Medway, particularly those living on the 
Hoo Peninsula, who are opposed to such propos¬ 
als. 

However, it is important that we stay focused 


on our ultimate goal of seeing off these pie in the 
sky plans once and for all. 

With cost estimates ranging widely from 
£70-100 billion, this scheme would not only 
have added at least £50 to each plane ticket but 
would also require huge swathes of public sub¬ 
sidy, money which we simply do not have. 

Not only would the estuary airport impose a 
massive financial cost to the nation as a whole, it 
would devastate Medway and subject many 
across Kent to constant aircraft noise. 

Moreover, Heathrow could not continue to 
operate alongside a Thames Estuary airport, or 
airlines would not relocate from Heathrow to a 
much more expensive and less commercially at¬ 
tractive new airport. 

Airlines themselves have indicated that they 
are not prepared to move to an estuary airport 
from Heathrow - and are even less willing to pay 
for such a scheme. 

Therefore, for an estuary hub to work, Heath¬ 
row would have to be forcibly closed. How this 
would happen in practice is a question which re¬ 


mains unanswered and it has been suggested 
taxpayers would have to pay £20bn to compen¬ 
sate Heathrow and associated businesses. 

The closure of Heathrow would necessitate a 
shift of at least 75,000 directly employed staff to 
a Thames Estuary airport. 

No council in peacetime has ever been asked 
to re-home so many people and the implications 
of such a task would be almost unimaginable for 
our area. 

The site of the proposed airport is home to 
many internationally protected wildlife and en¬ 
vironmental sites as well RSPB bird and nature 
sanctuaries. 

The likelihood of bird strikes on planes would 
be far higher than at other airports. 

The location chosen for the estuary airport 
would not only be environmentally devastating, 
but on the wrong side of London for access from 
most of the UK, as well as being technically un¬ 
feasible in key respects. 

Richard Deakin, chief executive of air traffic 
management association, NATS, pointed out

There are other far more realistic solutions for 
increasing airport capacity.

Mum’s wise words 
rewarded as rocker 
Adam prepares for 
battle on The Voice

MILLIONS of TV viewers will get to see if Adam 
Barron can battle his way through to the next 
round of BBC One’s The Voice this weekend. 

Speaking prior to Saturday night’s programme, 
the Chatham singer, who with his long, wild-man 
hair, rocker roots and eclectic taste in music, 
seems far removed from the regular TV talent 
show performer, says he had to get over his own 
preconceptions before applying. 

The 27-year-old said: “Over a year ago my 
Mum said there was this new show coming out 
on the BBC, and I should go for it. 

“I said no as I thought it was going to be an¬ 
other one of those shows I don’t really like, so I 
didn’t do it. Then I watched it and I thought the 
concept was good; from what you could see it 
looked like they really valued the artists. 

“It was credible, there was some real talent on 
the show and there was some incredible talent 
on the coaching panel. That convinced me.” 

The judges are leading figures in the music in¬ 
dustry: the legendary Sir Tom Jones, performer 
and producer Will.i.am, pop star Jessie J and 
Danny O’Donoghue, lead singer with The Script. 

And when Mr Barron appeared in the blind 
auditions - where judges hear only the singer’s 
voice as they listen with their backs to the per¬ 
former - it was Jessie J who turned around to en¬ 
sure he made it to the next round. 

Taking time out of his day job at Maidstone 
publishing company Mix Media, the former 
Gravesend Grammar School student added: “The 
blind audition itself was a very strange experi¬ 
ence. The studio audience was around 800 and 
then the coaches were there. 


“At that stage I wasn’t really thinking about 
the millions who were going to watch later. 

“As the series has now been on and we 
have seen my first appearance it has been 
going crazy, it starts to get a bit more real. 

“Actually seeing yourself on primetime BBC 
One Saturday night TV was insane.” 

Having performed his own music and cover 
versions in pubs in the area for a number of 
years, he explained: “I have been working full 
time and just gigging because I need to, not so 
much for the money, but the fact that if I don’t 
do it there’s like an itch I have got to scratch.” 

Mr Barron, who goes by the nickname ‘Teen 
Wolf hopes to perform 70s rock, soul and Mo- 
town-style music in his future career - a world 
away from his pop icon team leader Jessie J. 

He said: “She is amazing. I didn’t know a lot 
about her beforehand. Musically she is about as 
far away from me as you can get, but I was in¬ 
credibly, pleasantly surprised. 

“She is passionate and she is a real student of 
music and singing. I have learned a lot from her, 
even simple techniques, and how to use your 
voice. She is a really honest, straight-up person 
and gives a lot of herself to the people she works 
with when realistically she doesn’t have to.” 

Mr Barron is one of 12 on Jessie’s team and 
has been having private lessons with the pop 
star. He has also enjoyed mixing it with Sir Tom 
Jones and Will.i.am 

“I bump into them every now and then which is 
strange. It’s weird enough seeing them when 
you’re on stage, but when you see them just walk¬ 
ing down the corridor it is quite ridiculous. 

“From listening to him in my car one minute, 
to the next he’s walking past me in the corridor 
saying hello, is rather surreal.”

King Arthur’s decisive 
battles on the Downs

TALES of King Arthur and the Knights of the 
Round Table are most commonly associated 
with the West Country. 

The castle at Tintagel in Cornwall, Glaston¬ 
bury Abbey and its tor, Winchester and the small 
village of Camelford all have their associations 
with the legendary figure who may or may not 
have existed some time between the Romans 
leaving these shores and the early Middle Ages. 

But Kent has its own Arthurian legend with 
Dover and Canterbury playing a part in arguably 
the most romantic story in English literature - 
and part of the rural downland the setting for a 
climactic battle between good and evil. 

Sir Thomas Malory’s Le Morte d’Arthur was 
published in 1485 by William Caxton and has 
most of the classic ingredients of the traditional 
story of the once and future king. The tale roughly 
follows Guinevere and her adulterous affair with 
Sir Lancelot, the round table, the quest for the 
Holy Grail and the court of Camelot. 

It has inspired books, comics, TV dramas, 
computer games, films, operas, Monty Python 
and a concept album by Rick Wakeman. 

The work details the final battles between 
Arthur and his illegitimate son Mordred - plac¬ 
ing one such encounter along the North Downs 
at Barham, south east of Canterbury just off the 
Dover road, now an area of rolling farmland dot¬ 
ted with clumps of trees. 

The following lines, roughly translated into 
modern English, are from Book XXI, Chapter II of 
Malory’s work: “Then was it told the king that Sir 
Mordred had pight a new field upon Barham 
Down. 

“And upon the morn the king rode thither to 
him, and there was a great battle betwixt them, 
and much people was slain on both parties; 
but at the last Arthur’s party stood best and Sir 
Mordred and his party fled unto Canterbury.” 

Malory’s story has Arthur in France fighting 
his one-time best friend Lancelot, who had res¬ 
cued Guinevere when details of their affair had 
become known and the king had decided to burn 
her for treason. 

His rescue attempt resulted in the deaths of 
two brothers of Sir Gawaine; Sir Gaheris and Sir 
Gareth. As a result, Sir Gawaine encouraged

Arthur to pursue Lancelot to his castle in France, 
and was then injured in the fighting. 

Meanwhile, back in England, Malory recounts 
how Mordred spread rumours of Arthur’s death 
and had himself crowned at Canterbury. 

A furious Arthur lands at Dover, where disas¬ 
ter strikes: “Then there was launching of great 
boats and small, and full of noble men of arms; 
and there was much slaughter of gentle knights, 
and many a full bold baron was laid full low, on 
both parties. 

“But King Arthur was so courageous that 
there might no manner of knights let him to 
land, and his knights fiercely followed him; and 
so they landed Sir Mordred and all his power, 
and put Sir Mordred aback, that he fled and all 
his people. 

“So when this battle was done, King Arthur let 
bury his people that were dead. And then was 
noble Sir Gawaine found in a great boat, lying 
more than half dead. ” 

Gawaine, weak from wounds sustained in 
France, dies and according to legend his heart is 
then interred in the crypt at Dover Castle. 

The fighting then moves on to the Downs, 
before Arthur chases his son west to their fi n al 
confrontation. 

A spokeswoman for the Arthurian Centre, 
which is located in Cornwall close to a place called 
Slaughterbridge which claims to be the site of 
Arthur’s fatal wounding at the hands of Mordred, 
said: “Arthur landing at Dover and fighting in 
Kent does make a sort of sense - with the final 
battle then being in our part of the country. 

“But there is no concrete evidence either way 
and Geoffrey of Monmouth, writing centuries 
earlier, put all the battles in the west of England.”

Public inquiry is a big step 

Greg Clark, the Conservative MP for Tunbridge Wells, considers 
why the dualling of the A21 is not just necessary, but essential 


THIS week marks a milestone 
in the campaign to get the A21 
in west Kent turned into a dual 
carriageway between Ton- 
bridge and Pembury, as the 
public inquiry into the dualling 
scheme begins. 

Anyone who has travelled 
on the A21 knows what a 
nightmare this area of road is. 

Despite the fact it is the prin¬ 
cipal link between the M2 5 and 
the south coast in west Kent 
and East Sussex, the road sud¬ 
denly becomes little more than 
a narrow, twisty country lane 
as it leaves Tonbridge. 

Drivers - whether travelling 
north or south along modern, 
well-lit dual carriageways - are 
abruptly plunged into a nar¬ 
row, dark and dangerous sec¬ 
tion of single carriageway. 

The case for dualling the 
road is overwhelming. 

Over 35,000 vehicles travel 
through this section of the A21 
every day. At peak times, the 
traffic comes to a halt, and any¬ 


one who has used the road will 
have experienced the frustra¬ 
tion of sitting in interminable 
nose to tail traffic. 

It is an impediment to any¬ 
one doing business in or around 
Tunbridge Wells, and adds 
many hours a year to the work¬ 
ing days of people who need the 
road to get to and from work. 

And it’s not just Tunbridge 
Wells that suffers. The A21 is 
the main road link to Hastings, 
and this bottleneck is a serious 
drag on the economic prospects 
of that important town too. 

The A21 between Tonbridge 
and Pembury is an appalling 
accident blackspot. In the last 
five years, this section has seen 
71 accidents involving people 
being injured. In three of them 
people have been killed. 

In fact, the average accident 
rate for this stretch of road is 
nearly double the national av¬ 
erage for roads of this type. 

We cannot go on allowing 
people to be maimed or killed on 


a road that should not have been 
allowed to be so dangerous. 

And with the new Tunbridge 
Wells Hospital at Pembury sit¬ 
uated virtually on the A21, it is 
more important than ever that 
the ambulance and vehicle 
links to our main A&E facility 
are safe, swift and reliable. 

The scheme is an important 
environmental improvement 
too. The emissions by cars are 
at their worst when vehicles 
are idling in traffic jams. This 
pollution arises not just on the 
route itself, but elsewhere in 
Tunbridge Wells. 

Because the A21 delays are 
so notorious, more cars and 
lorries use the A26 through 
Southborough and Tunbridge 
Wells to avoid it. This causes 
congestion and exhaust fumes 
to blight a residential area, to 
the point that air quality is 
poor. A dualled A21, by taking 
even a few vehicles off the A2 6, 
means traffic will flow more 
freely, giving respite to residents.

So this public inquiry is of 
huge importance to almost 
everyone in our area. Along 
with getting the new hospital 
built, it has been my biggest 
campaign since I was elected as 
Tunbridge Wells MP in 2005. 

I brought together an A21 
pressure group. Through this 
we fought off numerous at¬ 
tempts to downgrade the prior¬ 
ity of the A21 dualling. We fi¬ 
nally succeeded in establishing 
the scheme as one of only six in 
the country to be built as soon 
as funding becomes available. 

But we also argued that we 
should get the public inquiry 
under way now to speed up the 
process so that it is ready to go 
as soon as possible. 

Our destination is in sight, as 
the public inquiry opens. 

I will keep fighting and will 
take nothing for granted until 
we see the work begin on site. 
But in the meantime, this is a 
big step forward for the people 
of our area.

I READ with annoyance the 
article about the ongoing issue 
of litter and the lacklustre 
attitude of Kent County 
Council. Litter appears to be a 
sudden problem of 2 013. 

I have been campaigning 
locally and nationally to get 
changes made in a legislative 
way and to get the govern¬ 
ment to introduce a deposit 
system on all drinks bottles 
and to highlight to individuals 
to take out Litter Abatement 
Notices against the Highways 
Agency, something they do 
not want because it is 
politically embarassing 
for them. 

At a national level nobody 
wants to take a hard line on 
litter and at a county level 
likewise. 


Ten years ago I was asked 
by KCC to attend a meeting 
with the Highways Agency as 
a complaining resident to get it 
to clear litter from its road 
network. 

At the time the HA agreed to 
a clean and KCC, under its 
umbrella of the Clean Kent 
Campaign, agreed to monitor 
the progress. 

In summary, 10 years 
on, the whole county road 
network is heavily littered, the 
Highways Agency is doing the 
bare minimum and NOT 
executing its statutory duties 
under the Environment 
Protection Act 1990. 

The current HA business 
plan makes no reference to 
litter or management of litter. 
HA is simply not interested 
and KCC is reacting to public 
opinion for political reasons. 
The whole issue stinks of lack 
of interest coupled with a clear 
flouting of the law, which is 


quite clear about the removal 
of litter. 

The A2 near Canterbury is 
nothing more than a filthy 
linear dustbin and I have 
threatened the HA with 
several litter abatement 
notices. This approach works 
and I would suggest all 
concerned about litter should 
hit the Highways Agency, KCC 
and the local boroughs with 
one. Litter abatement notice 
information can be found 
online at www.litteraction.

Litter removal and clean 
roads in Kent and Britain is 
not a privilege, it is a statutory 
legal requirement.

construction on hold, perhaps 
due, as the article refers, to ‘a 
highly costly [£1.2 billion] 
foray into the US market’. 

This foray caused Tesco 
construction to lean towards 
their Express stores, rather 
than superstores, and we saw 
this in Strood South with the 
conversion of a former pub in 
Darnley Road into a Tesco 
Express. 

The Tory Medway Council 
had planned to modernise 
Strood town centre, with 
Tesco providing key infra¬ 
structure and a library, worth 
around £1 million to residents. 
The halting of Tesco’s 
superstore construction 
has jeopardised the future 
of Strood. 

In response to this, Cllr Alan 
Jarrett has promised a so- 
called development fund of 
£300,000 for Strood, but I am 
very sceptical about what this 
money is going to be used for. 


Tesco seems to be too big of 
an organisation to worry 
about the impact of their 
actions, or inactions, on local 
communities. The Tory 
councillors fell over themselves 
when Tesco came knocking, 
and they were wooed and 
charmed by what turned out 
to be broken promises. 

I hope in the future we can 
encourage corporations to 
exercise more social responsi¬ 
bility and to look out for the 
interests of local businesses 
and communities.

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The fatal distraction of mind-reading

F ROMbalancing on Jonathan 
Ross’s shoulders to hopping 
on one leg, you can make 
Chris Cox do anything you 
want when you put your 
mind to it - so long as you 
don’t ask him to make a tiger disappear. 

The Bristolian has taken the brave, if 
not dangerous, step of coming up with a 
show where the content is down to the 
audience and his powers to read their 
thoughts. Sceptical? 

Well, so is Cox, who proudly confess¬ 
es to being the only mind-reader who 
can’t actually read minds but still prom¬ 
ises to leave you spellbound. 

He is bringing his show, Fatal Distrac¬ 
tion, which has a romantic comedy

narrative, to the Gulbenkian in Canter¬ 
bury on Friday in the second leg of a UK 
tour, having debuted it at the Edinburgh 
Festival last summer. 

“It is in essence a mind-reading and 
magic show,” he said. “It’s all mind¬ 
reading and influencing and psycholo¬ 
gy, but a proper theatrical show. It’s a 
set with loads of audience participation. 
People control me with their thoughts. 
In a not-rubbish way, it’s a bit like a 
magic version of a romantic comedy. 

“There’s a whole section where if 
there’s anything you want me to do, 
then is the time to think about it. It can 
involve me doing strange dances.” 

Understandably, that’s his favourite 
part, but it can vary depending on what 
mood the audience is in. 

“They simply sit and think - that’s 
my favourite bit of the show because I 
don’t know what’s going to happen,” 
he said. “That’s where the danger is - is 
this going to work? 

“I had a good one at the Udder Belly 
in London when Jonathan Ross came 
with his family. He wanted me to sit on 
his shoulder like a baby, and as I did 
that he stood up and walked around the 
theatre, which is when I thought I was 
going to die. 

“The mere fact I have managed to 
decipher the thought makes it more in¬ 
teresting. It’s one of those things where 
I like people to think about it before so 
they can prepare. It worries me that 
someone might come up with some¬ 
thing hugely illegal, though.” 

So how do you become a mind-reader 
without being able to read minds? 

“I started doing it properly when I

was doing my GCSEs,” he said. “I was 
into magic and did psychology at 
school. I always wanted to do a show at 
Edinburgh Festival and so I did with a 
bit of my student loan I had saved up. 

“My idea was to come up with some¬ 
thing very different to any mind¬ 
reading show. 

“I come at it from a hugely sceptical 
standpoint. I’m very honest that I can’t 
do anything I say I do - I’m the mind- 
reader who can’t read minds. I’m one of 
the biggest sceptics out there. 

“It’s all about how it’s handled. I can 
understand why someone wants to see 
a person who can contact the dead - 
maybe they’re a con-artist. They are 
giving someone false hope. I try to keep 
an open mind, while being a sceptic. 
People can believe what they want - 
who am I to impose a belief on some¬ 
one? 

“I would like to hope that by crediting 
the audience with some intelligence 
they can grow with you. By being open

and honest about what I’m doing, I can 
make it as entertaining as it can be. It’s 
coming at it from a different way.” 

It is a far cry from a traditional magi¬ 
cian with an assistant, some live ani¬ 
mals and a big cloak, which Cox is keen 
to steer well clear of. 

“If you see a show where they saw a 
woman in half, you know it’s not real,” 
he said. “If I play with people’s minds, 
there’s still scope for wondering. 

“For me it’s all about performance, 
and I love the interaction I get and how 
intimate it is. Coming out in a lycra out¬ 
fit and bad perm, saying ‘Here’s a tiger 
- watch it disappear’, leaves me cold. 

“I couldn’t think of what I would do 
with it to make it unique. Where do you 
go from having a tiger disappear? You 
could start with a cat, then a tiger and a 
helicopter, but it’s the same trick. 

“My show is a mixture of psychology, 
body language, devilish good looks and 
lying. It’s those moments where I see 
people’s belief systems collapse around 
them which is when I find a real joy. 
The idea is to create a funny and enter¬ 
taining show. ”

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Forty years on, time and space still 
can’t dim the light of a masterpiece 


REVIEW 


THERE is a band called Hawkwind. They formed 
in 19 69, they are still making records (last year’s 
Onward was their 25th studio album) and they 
delivered - and I will brook no argument on this 
- the greatest live album of all time. 

It is called Space Ritual. And, sadly, not a lot of 
people know that. 

Mention the ultimate space-rock band to most, 
but by no means all, people below the age of, say, 
40 and you get at best a blank look of incompre¬ 
hension in return. 

So for those who don’t know, Hawkwind were 
kind of hippy, they were kind of hard rock, they 
were kind of science fiction, and they were very 
certainly a driving force of the psychedelic 19 70s. 

Indeed, a recent BBC Four documentary in¬ 
volving members of the band portrayed them as 
so chemically enhanced (or otherwise) when 
taking to the stage that you wondered how they 
were able to string a chord together. 

Which makes the brilliance of Space Ritual all 
the more astonishing. 

Recorded in December 1972 in London and 
Liverpool and released as a double album the 
following year, it told the tale of Starfarers in sus¬ 
pended animation moving through time and space. 

Throw in the philosophy of the music of the 
spheres (the movement of planets, moon and 



sun creating an ethereal music) and you might 
think Hawkwind were taking pretentiousness to 
a new level. Alternatively, having listened to it, 
you could fall for the early advertisement’s claim 
that Space Ritual comprised “88 minutes of 
brain damage”. 

To me, neither view appeals. Instead, this is 
the most atmospheric, exhilarating, haunting, 
powerful piece of rock ever produced. 

The gathering build-up and eventual cataclys¬ 
mic conclusion to Space Is Deep, for example, is 
gut-wrenchingly, all-consumingly, destructive¬ 


ly beautiful... it leaves you in pieces. Many have 
attempted the musical technique - none have 
come close, although, some years earlier, Ravel 
had set out his stall with Bolero. 

7 By 7, Sonic Attack (a spoken piece written 
by science-fiction author Michael Moorcock and 
read here by Ramsgate’s own Bob Calvert), Time 
We Left This World Today, Master Of The Uni¬ 
verse... highlights without question but high¬ 
lights that can’t be taken in isolation. Space 
Ritual is a piece of music that you take in its en¬ 
tirety, warts an’ all (and there are a couple). 

And now, to celebrate this extraordinary piece 
of work, Space Ritual has been released under 
the guise of a 40th-anniversary collector’s 
edition. It has sleeve notes written by another 
Thanet musical genius, former band member 
Nik Turner (he went to school at Ramsgate’s 
Chatham House), and includes extended tracks 
that had been edited on the original due to the 
restrictions of vinyl. There are also three bonus 
tracks, although these are just slightly different 
versions of three pieces already on the album. 

In truth, snazzy new sleeve aside, there isn’t 
much that isn’t on an earlier CD of the album 
from 2001. But that isn’t the point - what mat¬ 
ters, of course, is that the reappearance of this 
masterpiece will hopefully engage a whole new 
audience of space-bound admirers. For this is a 
piece of music that must never die.

WHEN it comes to performing in front of 
big crowds, you would think that former 
professional footballer Jim Whitley would 
feel at home. Well, think again... 

The former Manchester City midfielder 
spent 13 years in the professional game 
before hanging up his boots and picking up 
the microphone to become a singer. 

But it took some getting used to for the 
38-year-old, who is appearing as Sammy 
Davis Jnr in Rat Pack Live, which is play¬ 
ing in Chatham on Friday (May 17).

The pop stuff like Michael Jackson I 
had no chance with.” 

That led to slots singing on cruise ships, 
gigging at private functions and then go¬ 
ing international at venues such as New 
York’s Rainbow Rooms, performing along¬ 
side Grammy-nominated pianist Judy Car¬ 
michael. 

Whitley’s family name may ring a bell 


with football fans in Medway as the former 
Northern Ireland international’s brother 
played in one of Gillingham Football Club’s 
most gut-wrenching matches. 

Jeff Whitley was part of the Manchester 
City side that beat Gills in the famous 
1999/2000 Division Two play-off final at 
Wembley. Gills led 2-0 going into the final 
minute, only for City to score twice, one of 
the goals coming in a bizarrely long period 
of added time, before winning on penalties. 

Whitley was injured that day but hopes 
his City association is not remembered. 

“I was in the stands with the boys for 
that game and I was out of contention at 
the time,” he said. “I had so many niggling 
injuries when I was at the club and there 
was always someone to take my place. 

“I was keeping my brother Jeff out of the 
side at one stage, but he came back in and 
I never got in the side again. I hope no one 
chucks anything at me in Chatham. ”

The heroism and the tragedy 
of our Antarctic adventurers

AN exhibition charting the journeys of two of 
Britain’s greatest explorers is to go on show at 
The Historic Dockyard Chatham. 

The exploits of Captain Robert Scott and Sir 
Ernest Shackleton will be brought to life at an 
exhibition at No.l Smithery: The Gallery 
through words, photographs and artefacts from 
those who survived. 

Items such as a perfectly-preserved biscuit 
found on Scott’s frozen body, and historical 
photographs from Frank Hurley and Herbert 
Ponting, will be on show at the exhibition, which 
runs from Friday, May 24, until Fri^, 
day, August 30. 

The early 20th century 
was a time of adventurers 
aiming to reach new heights, 
and Scott and Shackleton were 
at the forefront of explorations. 

Scott’s Terra Nova trip from 1910 
to 1913 ended in disaster as all of 
the touring party died on return¬ 
ing from the South Pole, having been 
beaten to it by 33 days by Norwegian 
rival Roald Amundsen. 

Shackleton’s Endurance expedition 
(1914-1917) also aimed to reach 
the South Pole, but it failed and had 
to be rescued from South Georgia. 




Visitors can get a feel for what the clothing 
worn on the expeditions was like in an interac¬ 
tive dress-up area. There will be two special 
guest lectures throughout the duration of the 
exhibition - by Dr David Wilson on Thurs¬ 
day, June 27, and Felicity Aston on 
Monday, July 29. 

The exhibition has been put toget¬ 
her with the help of the Royal Geo¬ 
graphical Society, with ar¬ 
tefacts from the Scott Polar 
Research Institute, the 
Royal Museums Green¬ 
wich and Royal Engineers Mu¬ 
seum Library and Archive.

Luxury dining with a modern 
edge and you’re close to city 


t’s not every day, even as a restaurant re¬ 
viewer of some years’ standing, that you are 
awarded the privilege of being the first guest 
to choose from a restaurant’s new menu, 
but so it was for a companion and I at 
Rowhill Grange Hotel and Utopia Spa in 
Wilmington this week. 

It didn’t differ wildly from the menu in the 
foyer with which I had familiarised myself while 
awaiting my tardy friend, but perhaps it was the 
subtlety of the changes that showed no little 
thought had gone into some seasonal tweaking 
as opposed to a wholescale overhaul. 

Rowhill Grange is apparently an 18th- 
century manor house, but it doesn’t, in truth, 
have that feel. Sandwiched between Dartford 
and Swanley and with the M2 5, M20 and A2 all 
thunderingly close by, it is not set in Kent’s most 
tranquil acres. 

The grounds themselves, though, are attrac¬ 
tive and, on the wild and windy night that we 
visited, traffic and urban noise was drowned out, 
so I guess we could almost have been in the 
countryside proper. 

Perhaps in this strangely unappealing no¬ 
where land on the Kent and London borders, the 
battered landscape passes as rural, but for those 
from more rustic swathes the proximity of the 
suburbs is evident. 


RESTAURANT REVIEW 



The venue itself feels modern and it’s refresh¬ 
ing that there has been no hammed-up attempt 
to give it the Ye Olde look. This is, after all, “a 
luxury boutique hotel”. 

It oozes weddings and indeed it is a popular 
venue for the big day, while conferences are also 
clearly a target market. During our meal, there 
was a substantial arrival of besuited gentlemen 
from one such event, but as they were dining in 
adjoining room we were not swamped by their 
chatter. 

We enjoyed excellent service from attentive 


and friendly staff, and the dishes were served 
swiftly but without rush. Perfect timing, really. 

Superb bread (cider white was new for me) got 
us introduced, while I started with roasted scal¬ 
lops, air-dried ham and pickled apple salad. The 
shellfish was cooked beautifully it was comple¬ 
mented well by its neighbours on the plate. 

My guest had Weald smoked salmon with 
pickled cucumber salad and was equally as de¬ 
lighted with the choice. 

I took 8oz prime centre cut fillet as my main - 
not cheap at £29 but a wonderful piece of meat. 
I had, however, asked for medium rare and was 
disappointed taht it was much closer to medium. 
The accompanying hand-cut chips, mushroom- 
stuffed tomato and and freshly-picked watercress 
were, it should be said, excellent. 

Pan-fried black bream with shellfish lasagne 
and mushroom veloute went down well on the 
other side of the table, while neither of us were 
tempted to indulge in dessert. 

A final bill of £122.06 was high, given that 
the only alcohol consumed had been one glass of 
white wine, but the experience had been good.

Balancing employee security 
with your company’s needs 

special K qSR eport Chris Murphy investigates as calls are 
made to bring an end to controversial zero-hour contracts 


CONTRACTS which mean workers can be hired 
for short term periods but dismissed at a mo¬ 
ment’s notice should be banned, according to 
the Labour Party, 

The so-called “zero-hour contracts” enable 
staff to be taken on swiftly - but if things do not 
work out, laying them off can be almost instant. 

The deals have become increasingly popular 
as companies are worried about taking on more 
staff fearing a tangle of paperwork if they then 
decide to let them go. 

A study by the Labour Research Department 
found it can be beneficial to workers like agency 
nurses and supply teachers, who can pick and 
choose their shifts. 

But the organisation added: “It is increasingly 
being used to replace proper secure employment 
with its associated guaranteed level of paid work 
and other benefits.” 

One 24-year-old worker who has direct expe¬ 
rience of the scheme, but doesn’t want to be 
named for fear of upsetting his current employer, 
said: “I can’t believe how many times I have been 
offered one [a zero-hour contract]. They need to 
be banned. I know times are tough, but they are 
tough for workers too trying to make a living. 

“Being on a zero-hour contract means your 
boss can call you in one day at a time. That can 
leave an employee sitting by the phone for days 
not knowing when they will be paid again. It’s 
an awful practice and appears to be growing. 
They can also cut back on holiday pay. I can dic¬ 
tate when I take a holiday, but if they don’t like 
it, they can sack me on the spot. It’s crazy.” 


CASESTUDY 



McDonald’s, which has branches across the 
county, said it employs 91,000 people in the 
UK across 1,200 restaurants with the 
majority "on an hourly-paid basis" - all of 
them zero-hour, with 2,000 more this year. 

A spokesman said: "All of our hourly paid 
employees are on zero-hour contracts, it’s 
one of the ways we can offer a flexible work 
schedule. Many of our employees are 
parents who are looking for work to fit 
around childcare or students who want to fit 
work around their studies. 

"It's important to note that during every 
application process we ask how many hours 
and what days the candidate is available to 
work and will take on a range of full time 
and part time staff to enable us to run our 
businesses effectively. 

"We don’t take on additional staff if we 
can't give them hours and if an employee 
wants to do more hours we can usually 
accommodate." 


But Jo James of Kent Invicta Chamber of Com¬ 
merce can see some advantages. 

She said: “In the current economic climate I 
can see why it is attractive to employers to retain 
skills without the commitment to a full salary 
and only pay when work is there. But from an 
employee’s perspective there is no financial se¬ 
curity, although it could work well for those 
looking for casual working arrangements.” 

MP for Sittingbourne and Sheppey, Gordon 
Henderson, said: “I am not aware of such em¬ 
ployment practices in my own constituency, 
however, my view is that a good employer un¬ 
derstands that loyal, well-trained staff are a 
company’s greatest asset. 

“They recognise also that to get such employ¬ 
ees takes a responsible approach to employment 
terms and conditions by employers.” 

Labour has pledged to eliminate the contracts 
if it wins the next General Election. 

The Workplace Employment Relations Study 
found the proportion of firms with some workers 
on zero-hour contracts rose from just 11 per cent 
in 2004 to 23 per cent in 2011. 

Union Unison said a survey by the Industrial 
Relations Service suggests 23 per cent of em¬ 
ployers now include zero hours. 

The union said: “For staff, zero-hour contracts 
present huge drawbacks in comparison to per¬ 
manent regular work. These include no guaran¬ 
teed level of regular earnings that provide any 
certainty over meeting bills, and the need to re¬ 
spond to calls to attend work, frequently at short 
notice, disrupts life outside of work.” 


Surveyor to use HS1 experience to advise landowners 


PLANNING experts have been 
called in as major compensation 
advisors on the building of the new 
High Speed 2 rail link to the 
Midlands and north west. 

They will use the extra expertise 
learned during the planning and 
development of the first link 
through Kent. 

Tom French, managing partner 
at chartered surveyors BTF 
Partnership, Ashford, has been 
called up to advise on preparation 


for landowners and farmers 
affected by the new line; seen 
as a key artery to opening up new 
business and tourism opportunities 
with continental Europe. 

He has been invited to speak to 
groups and organisations around 
the Midlands and North West who 
are working to protect the interests 
of landowners and tenant farmers. 

He said: "HS2 is controversial 
and for landowners and farmers 
the scheme means they need to be 


planning ahead as the construction 
phase could last until 2026. 

"Depending on their location the 
main impact will be on how they 
farm the land affected up to 
construction, especially if it is either 
delayed or ahead of schedule, and 
after once that phase is completed. 

"As with HS1, for agricultural 
property owners the un-blighted 
market value of the land taken will 
reflect the future profits that could 
be expected to be made from 


farming. Alternatively, for tenant 
farmers, the decision may be more 
complicated depending on the 
timing of their tenancy renewal. 

"Agricultural tenants, depending 
on the type of tenancy held, could 
receive compensation for the 
termination of all or part of their 
tenancy as well as disturbance 
payments, including an allowance 
for the sum an incoming tenant 
would have been expected to pay 
for items such as growing crops."

Is reality TV promoting aggressive business? 


Known in the world of business as the “millionaire's 
mentor" Bev James has 20 years of 
expertise in coaching, training and 
recruitment. Currently director of 
mentoring for Startup Loans, the project 
set up by David Cameron’s business 
team, here she sets out her views on 
the world of business reality TV 



WITH a new series of The Appren¬ 
tice getting under way this week, 
the concept of the business reality 
show is still going strong. 

But are these shows having 
a positive effect on business 
management and leadership within 
the workplace? 

When forming an opinion about 
these programmes, it is important 
to note that these shows actually 
do a lot of good in inspiring people 
to start up their own businesses 
or to try and turn their ideas into 
viable products. They have 
definitely helped in putting 
entrepreneurship on the map and 
this should be encouraged. 

Yet, despite these positives, I 
believe shows like The Apprentice 
and Dragons' Den fall down in their 
portrayal of management, 
leadership and teamwork. 

Take The Apprentice, where 
prospective candidates are split 
into teams and essentially pitted 
against each other. Although 
teamwork is encouraged, the 
programme focuses on any tension 


or drama as the team that fails the 
weekly task usually ends up 
turning on each other as they try to 
shift the blame. 

This behaviour continues in the 
boardroom and is no doubt 
encouraged by the show's 
producers who require this 
infighting for viewing figures. 

This might make interesting 
viewing, but it does not present 
business in the best light or provide 
businesses with a positive role 
model to follow. 

My belief has always been that 
when a task is performed as a 


team, any fallout or failures are 
attributed to the team as a whole 
and rather than naming and 
blaming, the team would be better 
served evaluating, assessing and 
establishing any changes that they 
could implement if the task was to 
be done again. 

This is especially important in 
shows like The Young Apprentice 
where the infighting and blame can 
easily be detrimental to the 
confidence of young people 
starting out in business. Instead, 
more guidance, perhaps in the form 
of a mentor, needs to be given to 


these candidates during the 
programme to help nurture their 
business talents. 

The issue that I have with 
business reality shows in terms of 
leadership and management is 
perhaps most evident in the new 
generation of entrepreneurs. If 
someone was to start a business in 
their 50s, for example, then they 
would have experience of working 
under both good and bad managers 
to help them develop their own 
management and leadership style. 

However, someone starting a 
business in their teens has not 
been exposed to this kind of 
experience, so they often look to 
reality television as the template 
for leadership styles. 

What many people fail to realise 
is that it is perfectly possible to be 
successful in business without 
taking an aggressive stance and 
that business reality TV shows are 
sometimes guilty of sensationalis¬ 
ing business situations.

KIA’S acclaimed German design guru Peter 
Schreyer has completed his style revolution at 
the Korean marque, with the third-generation 
Carens compact MPV newly in showrooms. 

Priced from £17,895, the seven-seater is 
much sharper than its predecessors, while 
adding yet more versatility, and it’s not hard 
to go along with Kia’s claim that here is an MPV 
people will want to own rather than buy out of 
necessity. If that’s the case, it will be quite an 
achievement and perhaps an even better show 
of Schreyer magic than his aggressive Sportage 
SUV, racy Optima family saloon or excellent 
Ceed hatchback designs. 

Not that versatility has been sacrificed for 
looks; Kia says a 50mm increase in wheelbase, 
and lower seat positions, more than matches 
the opposition for space, offering good head, leg 
and shoulder room for all three rows of seats, 
plus increased luggage space. There are also 
three individual sliding and reclining centre- 
row seats in place of a split bench, plus two 
rearmost seats, which all fold flat in ‘van mode’. 

Impressively, the larger boot also has an 
under-floor compartment where the cargo 
screen can be stowed when not needed. For 
really long loads, the front passenger seat may 
also be folded flat. 

The newcomer is offered a choice of three 
direct injection engines: a 133bhp 1.6-litre 
petrol unit offering 44.1mpg on the combined 
cycle, and 1.7-litre diesels delivering 114 and 
134bhp and offering 60.1mpg and 56.4mpg 
respectively on the combined cycle. 

All manual gearbox versions are fitted with 
Kia’s Intelligent Stop & Go (ISG) engine stop- 
start system to reduce emissions and fuel 
consumption. 

On the comfort front, standard specification is 
typically generous and comes on top of Kia’s 
usual seven-year/100,000-mile warranty. 

Even entry-level Carens 1 spec includes 
projection headlights with cornering lamps, 

LED daytime running lamps, electrically- 
adjustable heated door mirrors, driver’s seat 
height adjustment and adjustable steering wheel, 
leather-trimmed wheel and gearshift, air-con, 
rear air-ventilation, steering wheel-mounted 
controls, electric windows, cruise control, 
remote central locking, six-speaker sound 
system with MP3 compatibility and Bluetooth 
with voice recognition and music streaming. 

Trading up to Carens 2 (from £19,195) and 3 
(£23,895) specs brings even more goodies, with 
the Carens 2 1.7 CRDi 114bhp 6-speed manual 
ISG (£20,595) expected to be the best-seller. 

Asked why there is no five-seat option, Kia 
says the new Carens footprint is hardly bigger 
than rival five-seaters and if you need only five 
seats in place it’s quick and easy to fold two 
without having to lug them out of the car. 

It has also removed the need for the larger 
Sedona model, which has been phased out in 
line with falling demand for big MPVs.

Is this the real crossover?

IT is sad that one of the most versatile cars on 
the road is financially beyond the reach of most 
of us and often driven by people with no need of 
its exceptional abilities. 

It’s the multi-award-winning Land Rover 
Discovery 4, which suits the labels crossover, 
MPV and luxury car, rather better than models 
claimed to target those sectors of the market. 

It’s a true ‘one size fits all’ wagon that many 
aspire to, if only they could get close to the 
£38,850 start price. With seven seats as stand¬ 
ard and a huge cabin, plus awesome off-road 
ability, it has first-class MPV and SUV qualifi¬ 
cations and a string of tow-car awards - it can 
pull a 3.5-tonne trailer or caravan. 

But you can’t have all these attributes without 
some bulk and the ‘Disco’ could be dismissed as a 
4.83-metre long, 2.5-tonne tank, until you find 
it surprisingly nimble and stable in the corners, 
despite its towering height. 

This comes from the air suspension, and from 
steering that weights up nicely at speed, but the 
Discovery is best appreciated when ambling along, 
delivering lots of refinement and a smooth ride. 

So good is its executive/luxury prowess that 
many would-be buyers of the previous Range 
Rover model will have decided to save some cash 
and buy a well specc’d Discovery instead, know¬ 
ing that they would get some extra versatility 
thrown in; dealers will be pleased that the inno¬ 
vative and even more luxurious new Range 
Rover has opened up a much greater lead over 
its older cousin. 

This-generation Discovery has been on the 
market since 2004, but a radical 2010 facelift 
injected new life into a seemingly ageless ‘super¬ 
size crossover ‘ design. 

The two rearmost seats of the Discovery are 
better than those in many MPVs and you could 
get adults in there at a pinch, but I was not im¬ 
pressed by the unprotected metal legs of the seats

in the middle row. These might feel uncomfort¬ 
able at least and be potentially damaging to 
shoes or even small feet; some plastic covering 
surely isn’t too much to ask on a premium car 
like this? 

That said, the five rear seats move or fold eas¬ 
ily in various seating plans, while their elevated 
position gives everyone a fabulous view out of 
the glassy cabin. 

The second row also seats three comfortably 
and ski nuts will have noted that this would be a 
great 4x4 for an alpine holiday. 

The cargo area - seats up or down - is huge, 
offering a maximum of 2,558 litres, which com¬ 
pares impressively with the 2,325 offered by 
Ford’s seven-seat Galaxy MPV. 

Easy loading is helped by a two-part tailgate 
that also means you can ‘grandstand’ by sitting 
on the folded-down part while protected from 
rai n by the raised upper section. 


The dashboard is well organised and durable 
and recent upgrading has added a Jaguar-style 
rotary selector for the auto box, with Land 
Rover’s ‘select and forget’ Terrain Control just 
ahead of that; this takes care of the delicacies of 
off-roading once you select the icon relating to 
the terrain being tackled. 

Power comes from a refined 3.0-litre turbo¬ 
diesel donated by sister brand Jaguar. Allied with 
a smooth-shifting eight-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission, it delivers just about the right urge 
(255bhp) plus economy for this versatile car: 
acceleration to 60mph in just over nine seconds, 
and an average of about 30mpg. 

Surprisingly for an engine of this sophistica¬ 
tion, though, C02 emissions of 230g/km are 
high and this lumps the Discovery into the 
second-highest road tax band, incurring £840 
in year one - the so-called showroom tax - and 
£475 thereafter.

Kinnear hoping 
to keep away run 
going in play-off 
final at Salisbury 



DOVER Athletic boss Chris Kinnear insists his 
side hold no fear going into their Blue Square 
South play-off final this weekend. 

The Whites travel to Salisbury City in a 3pm 
kick-off on Sunday, having come through an epic 
semi-final against Eastleigh. 

Kinnear's men let a 3-1 lead from the first leg 
of the semi-final in Hampshire slip with their tie 
at the Crabble ending 2-0 to the visitors after 
normal time and extra time. Dover keeper Mitch 
Walker proved the hero saving two spot kicks 
which led to a pitch invasion. 

It has set up a tie with 
Salisbury who finished 
second, and six points 
clear of Dover who 
finished third. 

"I've seen them four 
times, they are a very 
good footballing side," 
said Kinnear. "We are not 
frightened of them by 
any stretch of the 
imagination." 

Kinnear's side have 
lost just once since he

thrashing to Basingstoke. They followed that up 
with a 1-1 draw at Salisbury, with the home side 
snatching an equaliser with the last kick of the 
game. 

The reverse fixture, back in October when 
Nicky Forster was in charge, saw the Whites 
lose 3-1 at the Crabble. 

"You're going to get bad results some times, 
but it’s how you deal with it, and how the players 
deal with it which matters," he said. "We used 
the Basingstoke loss as a catalyst to push on. 

“I think we won the Eastleigh tie in the first 
leg, we gave them a massive shock and they 
lost their discipline. 

“Salisbury being at home will probably help 
them, but us being away will no doubt help us. 
I'm not a betting man, but I wouldn't want to 
gamble on who'd win. We are not going there for 
a day out. We are going there to win."

Hess quits as he seeks a new 
challenge away from the Gills

ALMOST exactly a year on from stepping aside 
as manager Andy Hessenthaler has said his fare¬ 
wells at Gillingham once more after quitting as 
director of football. 

The Gills legend, who played 364 games 
in a ten year spell that included three and 
a half as player-manager, and two more 
as boss until last summer, admits he is 
chomping at the bit to return to coach- 
ing. 

The 47-year-old, who guided the 
club to its highest ever finish in the 
Football League, has not ruled out a re¬ 
turn to non-league in order to get back 
into the tracksuit. Several approaches were 
made for his services earlier this year, but were 
blocked by chairman Paul Scally who wanted 
him to stay until at least the end of the season. 

While Hess, pictured, narrowly failed to make 
the play-offs in his two years in charge, a large 
part of his squad won the League Two title this 
year, and the additions by new boss Martin Al¬ 
len were funded by the sale of keeper Paulo Gaz- 
zaniga to Southampton, and sell-on fees from 
the Matt Jarvis deal, both players which Hess 


brought to the club. 

“It’s the right time,” he said, “I can leave on a 
high as well with the club being champions. It 
was great to be involved in that, and I felt I played 
a part with the players I’ve brought to the club 
over the past couple of years. It’s given me great 
satisfaction. 

“We (he and Scally) had a conversation a 
few months ago because there was inter¬ 
est from another club, and I was enjoy¬ 
ing it at the time. We wanted to finish 
this promotion off. 

“Now the season’s finished. I’ve had 
a good year doing what I’m doing, but 
I miss the training ground and coach¬ 
ing, and managing. 

“There’s nothing for me to walk into at 
the moment. I’m just putting myself out 
there as well, I’m chomping at the bit.” 

He paid tribute to Gills fans who have stuck by 
him through his years at the club. 

“It’s in my blood and I love the club and al¬ 
ways will do,” he said. “They (the fans) have 
been a big part of my life, they have been tre¬ 
mendous to me and my family. I can’t normally 
go to the supermarket without bumping into 
somebody to talk about football. It’s great, I 
could talk all day about Gillingham. ” 


CONTRACT OFFERS 


ANDY Hessenthaler is not the only person 
to resolve his future at the club this week. 

Development squad coach and former 
player Mark Patterson has had his 
contract cancelled, as have performance 
analyst Josh Schofield, and scout Mike 
Robbins. 

As for the playing staff, veteran duo 
Andy Frampton, and Deon Burton have 
been offered new deals, so has teenage 
left-back Joe Carter. Goalkeeper Tommy 
Forecast, who spent the season on loan 
from Southampton, has been offered a 
contract following his release from the 
Saints. 

Midfielder Lewis Montrose who spent 
the second half of the campaign on loan at 
Oxford United has not been offered a new 
deal. The door had been left open for 
Danny East to return, but the defender 
who played twice while on loan from Hull 
City has instead signed for Portsmouth 
after his contract with the Tigers expired 
at the end of the season.

Hawkins eyes new motor after 
World Championship windfall

BARRY Hawkins is going to trade in his Volkswa¬ 
gen Golf for a new BMW after banking £125,000 
for finishing as runner-up in the snooker World 
Championship. 

The Hawk, from Ditton, has had a sensational 
fortnight at the Crucible in Sheffield, and while it 
ended in defeat he can take no shame from losing 
out to five-time winner and legend Ronnie 
O’Sullivan. 

The 18-12 defeat has proved to be the high¬ 
light of Hawkins’ 16-year professional career, in 
which he has only ever won one ranking tour¬ 
nament, that came last July at the Australian 
Open. 

Now Hawkins, who has moved up to world 
number nine, is set for a relaxing two week break 
following a manic post-final week in the spot¬ 
light, and first on his agenda is a trip to the ga¬ 
rage to upsize his motor thanks to his winnings. 

“I want to upgrade my car,” he said. “I have 
always wanted a nice car. I drive a Volkswagen 
Golf which is a nice car anyway to be honest. 

“I would like to get the BMW 5 series, the M 
Sport version I think. 

“I have been having a look and I have got a 
couple of friends who work in the motor trade 
who could help. It will be something that every 
time I see it on the drive will remind me of that 
final.” 

Apart from the car Hawkins is keen to be sen¬ 
sible with his winnings, he added: “We might 
have a family holiday, and I will be paying off a 
bit of the mortgage as well. ” 

The 34-year-old, who has been helped with 
his mental approach to the game by former 
World Champion Terry Griffiths, started the 
competition having only got as far as the second 
round before, and when the draw was made it 
looked like it would be a similar story. 

After overcoming Jack Lisowski in the first 
round, he was paired with world number one 
Mark Selby, but pulled off the shock of his life 
with a 13-10 win. 

“When I beat Selby in the second round I think 
I celebrated more then than I did when I got into 
the final,” he said. “I had never been that far be¬ 
fore. After that I was so focused I didn’t have 
time to sit back and think about it.” 


He then knocked out Chinese number one 
Ding Junhui in the quarter-finals and fought 
back against Ricky Walden in the semi to set up 
a showdown with O’Sullivan, whose name was 
already being written on the trophy with pun¬ 
dits giving Hawkins no chance. 

“I actually felt like I could win it, ” said Hawkins 
who trains at Jordans Snooker Club in Rainham. 
“When I’ve played him a few times before I have 
always been close. He’s never actually thrashed 
me. I knew I had to stick with him and play at 


my best. He said to me afterwards that it was the 
toughest final he has ever had, that’s good to 
hear considering he has played in five finals.” 

Hawkins will now take stock of his achieve¬ 
ment before getting ready for the Wuxi Classic 
qualifiers in China in June. 

“I have reached the highest ranking I have 
ever been,” he said. “I would just like to keep the 
form going now, and get to the latter stages of 
tournaments and win another ranking tourna¬ 
ment.”

Bell-Drummond 
happy to fit into

THE continuing transition from first team 
hopeful to first team regular is one which Kent 
youngster Daniel Bell-Drummond is relishing. 

The 19-year-old who has blazed a trail with 
England's under-19s and Kent's second XI in 
recent years as an opener has now found 
himself employed at number five in Kent's 
batting order. 

However, he is happy to take his chance 
wherever he can, and that certainly showed as 
he knocked his maiden half century in the 
County Championship against 
Northamptonshire at the start of the month. It 
was all the sweeter as it came on the opening 
home fixture at the St Lawrence Ground. 

"Playing at number five is a bit different," he 
said. "As long as I can get in the team and 
perform I'm perfectly happy. It's different to 
opening, but I'm enjoying it.

I'm used to dealing with 
the new ball, and accustomed to that situation." 

Bell-Drummond spent the winter in rehab 
after having surgery to remove a bone from his 
ankle which has restricted his bowling ability, 
and caused pain when fielding. 

"It's going alright at the moment, it's definitely 
been positive so far," he said. "I've been doing a 
bit of bowling in the nets. 

"I’ve got the scars there and I feel a bit of pain, 
but it's all relative, and expected," he said. "It 
didn't really affect my batting so much, but 
sometimes in the field I felt it when planting my 
left foot, and I couldn't bowl at all." 

He and a plethora of other young Kent stars 
have been put in the spotlight after promising 
performances but Bell-Drummond is keen to 
stay focused. 

"I just keep working hard, and hopefully the 
rest will come," he said. "You can talk as much 
as you want but everything happens out in the 
middle. You need to practice and prepare and be 
ready for the challenges in the middle."
